Friends of the North, 

It is now some time since [ had the pleasure of 
addressing myself directly to the Reformers of Scotiand ; though 
[ have not been the less attentive to your proceedings, nor less 
interested in your behalf. It is to Scotland that | look with 
peculiar anxiety, for some important movement in favour of 
reform ;—and this for two reasons. ‘Phe one, is the acknow- 
fledged superiority of the mass of the Scottish pepulation, in 
point of mental acquisitions ;—aucl tie second, is the equally 
notorious fact, that Scotland has no representation at ull, nor 
searcely even the prei.nce of representation. If is morally 
Impossible that a well isformed country can remain under a 
system of bare-faced oppress on, and wanten mockery of the 
rghis which are wsubped by the very means by «lies it a3 
asserted liey aie bestowed upon the people :—and as tle system 
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of Scotch representation isinfinitely worse than none, it behoves 
the people of Scotland the more particularly to set about ob. 
taining the reform which is requisite to give them any import- 
ance as a portion of the British people. ‘The multitude in Scot- 
land have been for some years convinced of this; and the per- 
secution, which was let loose to stay the progress of information, 
has only the more strongly tended to disseminate it the more 
widely, One of the effects of information among the people on 
this topic, has been to produce a singular change amongst the 
gentry ;—who stood indifferently by, while the people were 
persecuted for secking a reform; but who now join in the 
demand, since they have discovered there is no danger to be 
apprelended, and that the people will be the tools of party no

You all know the character of the Edinburgh Review—how

steadfastly it adhered to the system of party de!usion-- and how 
bi'terly, though impotently, it has for so many years railed at 
RADICAL REFORM! And knowing this, how you must have 
smiled to perceive one of the luminaries of that publication 
adepting the sentiments for which you have been perseented 5 
and setting himself up-——net merely as « parliamentary Re- 
former, but as an adviser among the hosts of reform! You 
cannot be otherwise than pleased, to behold your active, or 
passive enemies, stealing thas, one by one, into your camp, and 
arrogating to themselves the honors and glories of a contest in 
which they dared not to mingle during the fight:—but it is 
necessary to enquire a little into the probable motives of their 
present zeal; which, centrasted with their past tardiness, has 
rather a suspicious appearance, You know that the arguments 
of the Edinburgh Reviewers were always this :—“ that there 
** was no inherent defect in the system of representation, which 
** was the best that could be devised; but that a little modifi- 
“cation of the ost glaring abuses was necessary, and would 
“suffice.” This, translated from the Whig dialect, into plain 
English, meant that it was requisite to throw into the system 
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just so much additional popularity as would enable the Whigs 
to vbiain, and to secure the government of the country. [This 
purpose they thought would be accomplished, by addipg a 
hundred members for counties, where the Whig influencp has 






been most successfully exerted ; and by cutting off somg few 
notoriously cerrupt boroughs, by way of a delusive atonement 
to the people for the evils they liave so long sustained unfler a 
borough despotism, And while they had any hope that sfch ¢ 
rejorm could be accomplished, they were more despesately 
opposed to an effectual reform than even the Tories ; bedause 
thev saw in the sovereign'v of the people, which a real reform 
would establish, a period to ail party denominations, aud ann 
end to the peculation end jobbing, out of which as 
emoluments are paneer The name of Whig did not even 
imply a friendstip for any reform, however trifling ; but stuce 
a line of separation as been drawn between party objects, and 
public interes's ; aad the people have rallied reund their own 
Standard, the Vis fist thes must abandon their party stilts, and 
eondescend fo mix withthe people, if they expect to leac them 
any longer. Hence Mir. ene for so many years the most 
subtle enemy of reform, hes suddenly become a reformer. The 
Edinburgh Review advocates dectr.nes elmost approaching to 
republicanism; and Mr. Jeffrey himseif proclaims that the con- 
dact of Parliament has shewn that ii no longer represents the 
people of Great Britain. Vo Jonger represents them ! Come» 
cove, Mr. Jeffrey, vou know that it has long since been shewn 
that the pretended representaticn was a fallacy Itis no new 
discovery—no recent exposure—that has taken place. For the 
last forty years, a period before Mr. Jeffrey commenced his 
political career, the fact was as netorious {fo ail rational eu- 
quirles as itisat present. "Phe knowledge of the fact was not 
so widely disseminated ; but Mr. Jeffrey has known it, ever since 
he has known anything. He was perfectly aware of it, when 
he penned, or edited, innumerable articles to shew that the fact 
was otherwise, He must have known that he was lending him, 
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sit to an unworthy purr ose, When be was attempting to repre- 
«ent radical reform as dangerous and impracticable. Yet he 
ld then stifle his better knowledge, suppress his information 
upouthe subject, and attempt to cic ud the knowledge, and 
confuse the understandings of others, by taterested fallacies ; 
set down on purpose to mislead the weak, and deceive the timid, 
How unworthy such conduct was, be has himseif deciared, by 
now coming forward to condemn the “ virtual representation,’ 
which he has so frequently contended was sufficient to preserve 
the public ricits, and as essentially a part of the constitution 
of the country. This speech is so cursus, thatit deserves pre- 
servation; and itought to be bound ap with the articies against 
reform in the Edinburgh Review. ‘Ta contrioute all [ can to its 
Immortality, will give it eutire asi fed it reported in the 
Tienes” hewshaner, The diuner tock place i} Edinburgh» 
mothe ith instant, and Mr. Jeffrey begsed permission to 
prosose a toast, which he did in the following terms :—

Pwish, with your permission, Sir, fo propose a toast, in 
which, from what Lhave al:eady seen, | entertain no doubt but 
that we shall «li most cordially agree, although it is one which 
has given rise to many sh tades of difference, even among those 
hy wionm itis, in ceneral terms. approved. I must he under. 
stood, Sir, to allude to the cause of Parliamentary reform.— 
(Leg continued cheering.) Un undertaking to introduce this 
subject, if isscnie consolation to me that I shall thereby atone 
for some. not to say hostility to the measure, yet for many 
tears of indiTerence, towards it, and for having sometimes ap- 
proached - with considerable reluet ance.—( Hear.) There 
wasa time when many intelligent friends of liberty believed that 
by wirt was termed a virtual representation, the public interesis 
might Le suihciently secured ; and that any cha inge, though mo- 
Gevate and sate, would at best but give rise toa pew machinery 
“loch would not operate more bene heialiy on the country than 
the present. Sir, from these prejudices time bas reclan med us 
ail, ('his arewal was met by the most unanimous checrs of 
tier Crrnpa ay.) Sir, Mois inyv Opi HON, aud | deli eve the opi Teh 
of aa bemen-e unjority of the country, that some chauze it 

the represeniation of the»: reople is not only safe, hut mecessar 

to preserve the stability of the C onstitution. (Cheers.) The 
facts cn which this opinion is founded are, the disposition of 
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the people at large, and the conduct of the Parliament itself. 
(Hear). The cause of Parliamentary reform has, not without 
reason, multiplied its advocates to an unprecedented degree, — 
Many who once looked upon lieform as a monstrous and 
incredible proposition, have gene over to that cause which they 
formerly regarded with discredit and distrust. This change is 
mainly owing to the recent paliry attemnts of the legisliture to 
ameliorate the condition of the country. (Hear.) The con- 
duct of Parliament has shown that it no longer revresents 
the people of Great Britain. (Cheers.) But for the cause 
of this antipathy, this divergence of feeling and opinion, eve 
must look to the manner in wiich the flouse of Commons is 
constituted. Where can be the difficulty in obtaining a corrupt 
majority, when four out of eight of its Members are placed 
there by the ‘Treasury? ‘That the Commons do not represent 
the sense, the wishes aud the general spirit of the comintunity, 
is made evident, by bie people at large dissenting im the pro- 
portion of nine out of ten, from the opinions cf Parliament, 
When this is the case, it is plain that its functions must con- 
stelutionally cease. (Cheers.) ‘The benefits of representation, 
in tranquilizing the public mind, may be inferred from the fact, 
that while Leeds aad Manchester were the seeds of insurrec- 
tion, Bristol and Liverpool were comparatively quiet. Peace 
and tranquillity, however, are not the only advautages promised 
by Reform. We require something better than a House of 
Commons only capable of putting down rebellion. (Cheers. ) 
It must control the royal prerogative. Such a House of Com- 
mons may be obtained by the exertions of the friends of the 
people. The only admouition which those friends can require 
is, to sacrifice something of individual opinion for the advan- 
tace of union among the friends of Reform, That it might 
not be alleged that the true character of your measure is not to 
ameliorate, but to destroy; tet it vare as little as possible from 
those forms and insti tution is which were found sufficient in the 
early stages of society. Sir, L give you--* A cordial union of 
all the friends of Gectéus in the cause of Paillamentary Ke- 
form.’ ‘This toast was drank with three times three, and 
the most decisive marks of approbation.—-Air, “ Scots wha 
hae,” &c. 
This is, in many respects, an extruordixary speech; both as 


it respects the individual, the subject, and the party to which 
the speaker belongs. Mr. Jeffrey is one of the most able 
writers in the couniry. His knowledge is of the most general 
mature; and he must personally have that predticction in favour 
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of liberty, which is the resuit ef an ealightened view of the con- 
dition of humanity. He tas Bae hitherto, unfortunately, one 
of the organs of a party, which bas ouly made use of the nine 
of liberty, as a passport to office; and which has never had 
the honesty to redeem any of its numerous pledges to the 
ee * From the main tenour of this speech, we might almost 
Imagine thet the party had seen its error, aud was disposed to 
atone ~~ its ofences, by taking true — grounds of oppo- 
Sition to the existing abuses. Mr. Jeffrey candidly avows the 
reluctance with which he has ae touched upon the ques- 
tion—a reluctance for wisich we can readily give him credit, 
believing that he always sot down to it, fettered by party 
juterests, and confined by party views. fie had no personal 
hostility to the most eflcctual reform; but the supposed inter- 
ests of his party were oppssed to his feelings, and to his convic- 
tions. Hence lie was iadi ferent to the subject, when he was not 
compelled to touch it; and reluctant, when imperious Lecessiiy 
forced him to the contest. Lie save there was a time when 
‘ many intelligent frends of liberty believed that public interests 
might be sulitcientiy secured by a virfuad representation ;”’ 
and then exclaims, “ irom these prejudices time lias reclaimed 
us ali.” ‘This ts most a desirable result, if time have really made 
such a perfect cure of these prejucices!—and it iooks something 
like it, when Mr. Jeilrey proceeds to state that “ the functions 
of parliament must coustitutionally erase, since the psople 
dissent from its measures, in the proportion of nine in ten.” 
This looks like coming to the matter at issue; and from Mr. 
Jethey’s volunteering his address, we find it difficult to think 
him insincere in his new professions —the more particularly, as 
we are satisfied his judgment must be on the side of the new 
view he takes of the question. But we do not like the qualified 
remark about ** some change ;’—nor are we much satisfied 
with the recommendation of any sacrifice to procuiean ima- 
qimary unto. Men may very readily surrender opinions, as to 


the best mode of cairying principle into effeet;—but they 
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cannot sacrifice, honeatiy, one iota of public principle. What 
sacrifice, then, does Mr. Jeffrey call for? He formally 
abandons the doctrine of virtual representation, and declares 
that the conduct of the parliament has shewn that it does net 
represent the people! What then follows, but that virtual 
representation thould be replaced by a EAL representation ? 
And, in WHAT, but in a direct and immediate representation of 
the whvie people, can a rea! represgutation consist? Why 
talk of some change in the same breatli with a declaration that 
a Virtual representation must be exehayged for a real represen- 
tation? If virtual representation is admitted to be bad—throw 
it altogether aside. Bad as a whole, it must be proportionably 
pernicious in ail its degrees! and to # reform it altogether,” is 
the only remedy. ‘There is “a Lcsenes majority” in the 
admission of Mr. Jeffrey, to get irid of. To get rid of a 
part of it, might be to lessen the apparent magnitude of the 
evil; but while the “ corrupt majority” remained, whether its 
name were “ one,” or “ legion,” the interests of the country 
would be equally compromised, and the rights of the people 
equally destroyed. Mr. Jeifrey says “ four out of eight mem- 
bers are placed there by the tredsury!’ would se leave the 
appointment of ¢wo with the Trqasury, and be content with 
reducing the open influence of thy ministry by one-half: leav- 
ing the secret influence to repair the loss?’ Mr Jetirey tells us, 
we must look to the constitution of the House to account for the 
opposition to its measures out of floors. That House, then, is 
not constituted by the people , hindi therefore it is opposed to 
their opinions. Itis a collectign of virtual representatives, 
who have nothing in commpn with those whom they 





profess to represent: —and the very few real representatives of 
the people are rendered useless,? by the overwhelming majority 
ofthe virtual representatives. To chance the virtual for a real 
representation, thea, is the ren¢dy for the evil. Mr. Jeffrey is 
intimately connected with America; and he cannot but know 
the similarity which one periud of the history of that country 
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bears to the present point of English history. The Americans 
complained of taxation and oppression; and ihev were told to 
be vuiet, for they wee virtually represen) d in the British 
Parliament: acd thet all due care woul! be taken of their 
interests, Their grievances, notwithstanding, remained unre- 
dressed; and they ventured to state thaf, not being actually - 
represented, they were not represented at all. To this it was 
replied they were both virtually and actually represented, inas- 
much as the American colonies were in the county of Hamp- 
shire; and the two members for that county were the ac- 
tual representatives of the colonies; though the parties 
had never seen one another; or the supposed constituents 
at all consulted about the matter. The final answer, which 
_ Ameriea gave to this nonsense, is known to the whole world : 
—and Mr. Jeffrey has pointed at the possible termination of 
the authority of the British boroughmongers at home, in the 
same way, when he says, “ the functions of Parliament consti- 
** tuttonally cease,’” when it opposes the genera! will of the 
country. 

On the whole, for a first performance, the debut of Mr. 
Jeffrey on the stage of Reform, is very creditable to him; but 
the Reformers must take great care, lest the boroughmongers, 
finding that something in the shape of Reform must be con- 
ceded, impose upon the country something with the name 
which has nothing of the reality. When fraudulent swindlers 
find themselves hardly pushed to account for stolen goods, 
their first effort is to render the parties defrauded, satisfied with 
as little as possible of their own property ; and when it is 
found the public will have a Reform in the representation, the 
minions of tlie system will make the experiment of how “ttle 
will content thie public ; that as many ef the abuses may be 
preserved as shall be found possible. This has been the cause 
of most changes in the administration, while the people were 
accustomed to clamour for men, and not for measures. When 
4 Tory admivistration became unpopular, a Whig Ministry was

put in its place ;—and when the people found the Whigs no 
hetter than their predecessors, the tide of public opinion ebbed, 
and the Tories were again called to the heli. ‘This is now an 
exploded trick. The people see that the sys‘em remains the 
same, whoever appears to direct it; and they do not call for 
any change of men, except accompanted with a total change 
of measures, But they must beware lest a svomiéncd change be 
imposed upon them, instead of a read one: —and they can only 
prevent this, by sieadily refusing to compromise any of the 
principles of Radical Reform. Any sacrifice of these principles, 
would be political insanity. Nothing else can secure the peo- 
ple in the enjoyment of their birth-rights as freemen, although 
much less might serve the purposes of a party. Let the Re- 
formers throughout the kingdom, always bear this distinction in 
mind. 

The “ indifference” with which Mr, Jetlrey has been accus- 
tomed to consider the question of Reform, has rendered him 
also indiflerent to the proceedings of the Keformers; or he 
would not have ventured to put such an inaccurate proposition 
as the following :—‘‘ The benefits of representation, in tran- 
© guillizing the public mind, may be inferred from the /facé, 
* that while Leeds and Manchester were the seeds of insurrec- 
“tion, Bristol and Liverpool were comparatively quiet.” This 
is monstrous. Mr. Jeffrey, knows that neither Liverpool nor 
Bristol are represented, with respect to any of the useful pur- 
poses of representation—the great mass of the population of 
both towns, having nothing whatever to do with the exercise of 
the elective franchise. But neither of those towns have been so 
** quiet” as Leeds; nor even so ‘* quiet” as Manchester, where 
the peace has only been broken by the furious minions of ex- 
isting abuses. I will say mere—the population of Bristol and 
Liverpool would have torn a drunken ¥ eos: >, to pieces, and 
scattered their limbs through the streets, had such a butchery 
as that of Manchester been attempted at either of these towns, 
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Nor would any other body of men in the kingdom, have evinced 
such an implicit reliance upon the protection of the law, a3 wag 


shewn by the Reformers of Manchester. Ido not suppose 


that any human patience wonld endure a revetition of 
it:—but the Reformers of Manchester have exhibited a mere 
quict disposition than any other portion of the people of this 
empire. Why did Mr. Jeffrey omit to mention Glasgow ; 2 Was 
it because the contemptible nature of Scotch representation 


could not be mentioned?

Nothing so important as this address was delivered at this 
meeting, though Sir James Maciatosh, the Chairman, mace 
some pertinent observations on the subjcet of reform :—and as 
we may have cecasion for reference, In some future stage of the 


ae of reform, we will also preserve them. He says :— 


‘ff any shall ask the grounds on which fT approve of that 
tov-lopg-ne eglect telineasure, Tsay, both because Scotland most 
hnees is a refori iy & ne bec: “athse the » rine pie of reform was once 
sanctioned in Scotland by law. Before the revolution, the Nation- 
al Convention, which was not then so slavish as the Convention 
of England, prescited a petition to the English Goverament; 
and the Vath ofa hsi of grievances which it detailed, com- 
platned bitterly of the ear ‘duct of the Scotch Representatives 
i Parliament. So earnest, indeed, was this remonstrance, that 
it was aCitially aitended to by the Goverament of King William, 
aud that great Monarch did actually assent toa measure for 
civing a better representation to Scotland. (Chkeers.) ‘This 
wis the doctrine of Parliamentary reform at one time sanction- 
eiby the law of Scotland; audit doubtless would have been 
earried into effect. but for insufhcient care having been taken 
of itatthe Revolution. Gentlemen, there are certaia political 
Philoso phers, who teach that, the more enlightened we become, 
tie less we have to do with lib erty (daughter a 2d cries of hear) 
and that it is not the peopie of this intelligent nation, but those 
of Mescovy and Siberia, whoare the proper ooyects of free- 
dom. (Mach langhter and appleuse.) it is no longer an cp- 
Nis htened population, but hordes of desperate e barbarians, who 
are fit for self-government. ‘Phis is the proposition which, plain. 
ly stated, is esiculated to terrify and astonish even the sages 
from whom it originated. Yet is thisso glaring an absurdity, so 
monstrous an od lity in logie, putin the. van of all political ar- 
gsuments against Parliamentary reform. But, gentlemen, what 
i have seen of this meeting, what I recollect of the national 
charceter, authorizes me to conclude, that you will not abstain 
from the use of all constitutional means in order to obtain 
for every individual of the community an equal share inthe 
privileges of the Coustitution. (Liud cheering)” 


Upon the concluding recommendation io obtain “ for every 


ndividual an equal sharein the privileges of the Constitution, 
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the reformers of Scotland, and of England, are quite ready te 
close with Sir James. Uponthis one proposition, an everlast 
ing union of all the wise, and the honest, aay be produced ; 
provided Sir James will suffer the words to bear their ordinary 
meaning ;—and not hereafter contend every individual im- 
plies only a selection that may please a party ; and that au equal 
share, implies no share at all. The reception of this proposition 
by the meeting, with loud cheers gives us some hopes that we 
shall have a riyht union at last;—and if every man, when the 
principle of exclusion was advanced, will but reflect that he 
would deem it an act of gross injustice to be himself excluded 
it would shortly be exploded as an equal absurdity and injus- 
tice. 

Congratulating you, on the brighter day that appears to be 
dawning in the horizon of Scotland ; and earnestly hoping that 
the national spirit and energy, which have effected such prodigies 
in causes uivorthy of their chivalry, may be speedily exerted in 
behalf of the uational jnterests ;— Il remain,

BOROUGH ABUSES.

PETERSFIELD, 

Tn our last number, we devoted an article to the ‘ treatment 
of the Electurs of Peterborough, by Mr. Scarlett ;” because 
in support of our views of the absolute necessity of an effectual 
reform in the representation, we feel it to be a great public 
duty to illustrate our arguinents, as frequently as opportunities 
shall offer, by giving specific instances of existiig abuses, anp 
particularising these places which unfortunately form links in 
the chain of parliamentary corruption, which “ loads us now, 
“and bends our spirits downwards.” Another on the list of 
rotten-borouglis (that is, if the electors of Peterborough do not 
exert themselves to shew the epithet does not Lelong to them) is 
Petersfield --the corruptions of which we have long beru endea- 
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rourins to assist in battering to the evound, -~and a this laud- 
able effort, we will not despair of succeeding, while there is one 
man left in the borough, or interested in its emancipation, to 
bear the banner of independence in the field. For the last four 
or five vears, it has struggled nobly, and set a brilliant example 
of what perseverance in a right cause can accomplish, against a 
borough despot, who pretends to hold the liberties, rights, and 
eousciences of the electors, in his “ rotten parchment bonds ;” 
and to have purehased a right to dispose of them, and of the 
boroneh as he pleases. A spirited ass would not have endured 
such disgraceful burthens, as he imposes upon his dependents ; 
—and yet, shame to tell, he finds animals upon two legs to 
perform actions, to which an honest brute on four would dis- 
dain to lend himself, if he could justly appreciate the meanness 
of the lubours. 

We cannot imagine a more mischievous character than a bo- 
roughmonger. Like the poison-tree, he poisons the whole of 
the pelitical atmosphere in which he moves. Honor, .inte- 
grity, candour, and in’ependence, wither at his touch, in ordi- 
ary minds; and inthe more virtuous, they become objects of 
persecution and calumny. Look at the reigns of th various 
patrons of Petersfield. Examine their parliamentary career , 
whether engaged in a mock opposition to the ministe rj or play- 
ing the part of his obsequious slaves! The preset worthy 
propriesor of so many human beings affords a fine example of 
the m'schiefs which his powers produce. Constantly setting 
himself acainst retrenchment and reform, and totalfy neglect- 
ine or abnxsing, the local interests of the town, his bineful pre- 


eminence anticipates the hand of time in the progrdss of deso- 








lation; and strikes prematurely at interests that 4 
Rourished for centuries, but for his destructive influd:

ef the boreughmonger would have been indisputable! ‘The 
very character of a patron iuiplies a total absence of all benevo- 
lent fecling towards the objects of his managemeut. He can 
trust nobody but hirelings and dependents, aud his services 
must be paid for at a disagreeable rate. He introduces stran- 
gers into the town, as his nominees—wha do not even think 
it worth their while, or feel it necessary, to attend at their 
own elections, ‘fo secure their interests, he must secure every 
means of rewardiig lis dependents. Every office in the district 
must be had, if possible, in his appointment. Hence the patron 
of Peterstield naturally wished the recent appointment of the 
Commissioners of the neighbouring roads, that a few requisite 
jobs might be at his disposal, for the advantage of his adhe- 
rents. ‘The receat enquiry has shaken his power; and he failed, 
which must have been a great mortification to one who, doubt- 
less, thinks that he sheuld be absolute in iis own dominions. 
So very little decency, or secresy, Is thought necessary on 
points of the advantage of patronage, that it is generally re- 
ported as a fact, that on the report uf the news of the appoint- 
mentof Mr, Canning, to his present office, a known agent of 
this werthy patron observed —“ it would be a most fortunate 
“tiing for his relative; as he had stack close to the new Se” 
“ cretary for many years, and voted with him through thick and 
“thin, and would, of course, have the benefit of his ardent 
“ devotion, by getting hold of some of the good things which 
“were io be given away;”’—adding, “ that while seats were 
“allowed to be sold, his friend had as much right as any one 
“else to sell them; and, sooner than the freeho'ders should 
“injure his influence, he would dispose of his seat at helf- 
* price, and spend half of his fortune to support it.” This is 
the true creed of the oligarchy. Their dafluence makes their 
fortunes ; aud they are always ready to risk their fortunes in 
defence of their influence. But they would prefer the aunihi- 
lation of all living rights save their own, that they might have 
emoluments wihout risk: honour without strife; and the ad- 
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yvontages of wsurootien, without the cost andl trouble of emt. 


loving such enrious characters, as the agent for Petersfield, 





whose various avocations of banker, brewer, farmer, and law- 
ver, added to his political violence, and natural irritavility, often 
embroil his patron in dissentions that are extremely disagreeable 
to encounter. 
‘Phe management of Churcher’s College is another illustra. 
tion of the advantaces of borough patronage. As your clowns 
pad themselves all over that they may not feel the buffettings 
which are bestowed upon them ; so your boroughmougers fence 
themselves with Parliamentary interest, that they may jostle 
throueh the courts of fiw with all due respectability. And then ' 
the m-olence with which they hear up against accusation. 
One of the trustees of Churcher’s College, when the enquiry 
was first instituted, solemnly declared the charges were false, 
and infamous, and that the funds had been all properly apph- 
ed; atihough it has been since as solemn!y proved that a sum 
of above 1.5001. had been unproductive for years, and another 
sum Of 14,0501. has been due from a former trustee for more 
than twenty years. 
The forms required ty charter in these cases are observed to 
defeat the object they were intended to secure. The patron has 
Ais returnmg officer, his constables, &c.—and though it is 
astomsing that men can be found to play the part of such ; 
despicabie tools; vet in spite of the legal authovities quoted in 
the fKine’s Bench, which declare it to be the duty of the bailiff 
to warn all the residents of the borough to attend, and from 
these in attendance to take impartially the jury which has the 
power of appointing au independent bailiff for the following 
year; a packed court leet, named by the steward, who ts 
yitge of the court, and remains to assist the Jeary. in 
coming to a right decision; and the returning officer 
is manufactured between them. Jt is evident that the inde- 
poadent electors mast destroy this system, or it will destroy 
them. To expose it is doing something ; but crimes like these 
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derive a sort of impunity from their notoriety. A poor devil 
who should rob a hem-roost at Petersfield of a single egg, would 
be called a scoundrel, and transported for the offence; but he 
who robs them of their most invaluable rights as freemen, Is 
held to be a respectable eentleman! Heis fit company for the 
nobles of the land ;—and while the poor of the parish of Mers« 
ham and Chaldon cannot obtain payment of a charitable do- 
nation of twenty shillings per annum ; and wlile ancther charity 
has aciaim against the estetes for a debt of 1,050/., we find 
anarticle inthe Morning Post, appropriately headed, 
“THE JOLLIFFE FETE.” 

“Phe villagers of Merstham, with the break of day, com- 
menced the rejoicing with the ringing of the parish bells and 
the firing of cannon, The object of these demonstrations was 
to announce the coming of age of the Lord of the Afanor’s 
second son, namety, Gilbert Fast Jolliffe, now an oftcer in tha 
fifteenth Hussars. About five hundred persons were atter- 
wards provided with an excellent dinuer cf roast beef, aod half 
a gallon of strong ale was given to every applicant. In the even- 
ing the mansion and grounds were Uluminated, banners were 
floating from the church steeple, and bonfires on the hills, 

“ The green-house, or conservatory, was fitted npas a Turkish 
tent; the suite of drawi. g-rooms were deeorated with pelinets 
and other draperies for the ball. At the opposite end were 
temporary rooms, one 30 by 15, another 50 by 20: the walls 
hung with pink draperies, enlivened by wreaths of white 
and red roses; floors chalked in medallions, with Etruscan 
scrolls. The latter apartinents were the svpper-rooins, at the 
upper end of which appeared a magnitcent tansparency, 
with the family arms, aid the initials in the centre highly 
emblazoned. On each side were siken benicrs, and the 
insignia of the regiment to which the hero of the banquet 
belonged. Roman fasces, and other warlike implements filled 
up the iuterstices. Antique and massive chandeliers of pure 
or molu, enriched with exquisite sculpture, gave an indescriba- 
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ble richness to the service of plate which graced the board, 
clittering with superb plateaus, and the sporting cups of gold, 
the achievements of various centuries. All these arrangements 
were completed ere the commencement of the dance. 

© Precisely at halfpast nine, the juvenile party commenced 
the meriy round. Country dances were intermixed with reeis 
and quadrities. The supper took place at one o'clock :—it wes 
a banquet for taste and costly luxury, far exceeding the last. 
About three lundred sat down, including a party of seventy m 
the alcove, Owing to the prodigious quantity of lights, the 
whole of the interior was kept at a degree of temperature quite 
delightful. ‘The dancing was aflerwards resumed, and kept up 
with spirit til five o'clock. Al the neighbonring families of 
distinction were there. 

“Duke of St.Alban’s, the Ladies Beauclerc, Earl and Countess 
Coventry and family, Sir G, Woed, Sir Mark Wood, Lord 
Muneaster, Sit Johu Dean and Laly Paul, Miss Maria Paul, 
Captain Storrey, Life Guards; Captain ‘Pemple, 15th Hussars ; 
Thos. S. Jolliffe, Lsq., Colonel Jolliffe, Sir Edward and 
Lady Bans and family, Majer Boyce; also the Townshenis, 
the Peacheys, the Pauls, the Boyces, the Sydneys, Cottons, 
Sir Robert aud Lady Shetheld, the Corbetts, and Sir Gilbert 
East.” 

‘This delectable matter has come upon us so suddenly, that 
we have not now either space or time for the comments it 
Shall have. We have never heard of his treating the ‘* poor 
“ villegers” of Petersfield, and yet the Lord of the Manor is 
niore indebted to them. The interest of the debt due to 
Churcher’s Coliege, would make a pretty little fete! But who 
is the Lord cf the Manor? ‘The Squire we have heard has no 
children ; and should he die zasvlvent, and this extravagance 
bodes no good, wilt his reverend brother, who is here called 
Lord of the Manor, succeed to the debt? ‘Fhe company f—-

Mr. Editor,--] have read with great attention and satisfaction, 
your observations on the abuses in the management of this excel- 
lent charity ; but I regret that none of your correspondents have 
explained to you the disgraceful citcumstances under which Mr. 
Trimmings was removed from the Mastership of the School. Aa 
accident, has, however, enabled me to make up for this deficiency ; 
for, a few days since, | was permitted to_peruse copies of the order 
fur the adinission of Mr. Trimmings to the Mastership, and for his 
removal; and also of his letter to Mr. Hylion Jolliffe, and of a 
letter to oue of Mr. Trimming’s friends, from an individual who 
had full knowledge of the Jolliffe family, and of their management 
of this College, and of the borough. His intimacy with them, and 
his participations in their proceedings for many years, enabled him 
to speak out, un a subject of this nature; and although he felt no 
repugnance to support and to perforin every thing tHEY wished, 
yet, ov this occasion, it seems his indignation was roused, by this 
gross act of injustice towards Mr. Trimmings, and he ventured to 
express in this letter, his feelings upon it:—but, before I venture 
to offer any remarks on these letters, it may not be improper to 
state, that on perusing the report of the hearing of this case, in the 
Vice Chancellor's Court, as given in the London newspapers, I felt 
mortified and chagrined, that his Honor should so hastilyjhave 
committed himself on its merits, and especially in the steered 
he made on the conduct and situation of Mr. Trimmings, thp late 
Master.

ing. On ea! tering the roow le was loudly cheered, the sponta- 
nious plaudits of his townsmen reminded him, that his exertions 
were approved of, and that a lively sympathy was felt for his uu- 
merited persecutions ; and the preceedings were of th it patrio- 
ticnature, which did infinite hononr to the spea! - and to 
the company ; but these were ticrely a prelude to what tools 
place on Monday, the | 3th instant, When a public dinner 
was provided in the largest room that could be obtainesd 
in the town, and wineh was crowded t9 excess long before the 
hour appoiated for the chair to be ti ken :—the following Is 4 
brief outline of the proceedin: gs of the evening, - On the cloth 
being removed, the chairman (Mr. Geerge Edmonds), ob- 
served, that it was customary on some public accasions to pay a 
compliment 4 to Sovereignty, ‘and he thought that the company 
ought not to suffer this Fae tity to pass without some ex pres- 
sive mark of their attachment to the supreme power, he chisse 
fore proposed, ¢e heath and prosperity of our sovereiza, THE 
PEOPLE, which wes drank with loud applause.

Jet the rich take care of themselves—they liave a: nple meas of 
doing it; and experience proves, that they have never neglected 
those means. | am the apostle of the poor. Fume, the % ‘Ory 
Hume, acknow!le dges that it has been so much the. custom t 

sacrifice the poor ‘to the interests and ambition of the pals 
and rich, that he may appear unreasonable who compl as af 
it, The misfortune 4s, the poor have hitherto als ays chosen 
their advocates, and friends from «amongst the opulent, 
and no wonder, that they have uniformly deceived them. With 
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just as much propriety might aa adverse army send into the 
enemics camp fora general. The people, however, now begin 
to know beiter. The respect which has been paid to the inde 
vidual now before you who glories in being @ poor man, proves 
the assertion. [ do not advocate any wild, ridiculous doctrines 
about equality of property, but this f do say, that when riches 
accumulate into great heaps, the mass of the people must be 
miserable. In this opinion Lom borne out by that prince of 
philosophers, Lord Bacon. “ Whena country,” says that great 
man,(I quote from memory) “ contains too many rich nobles, the 
people must suffer; asin a forest where there are many great 
trees, the nuder wood flourishes not.” Gentlenien, Ichave been 
frequently asked, what have the Radicals done by all their 
exertions? Whai have you, say they, done, except get your- 
selves into prisons and ruin your families? Gentlemen, Task, 
what have we not done? How is it possible for men to do 
more than the Radicals have done? They have thrown the 
load off their own shoulders upon those of their enemies, and 
by so doing, they have done what is not frequeutly done by a 
similar process, they have made those enemies their friends.
